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Doubtless the details of this subjeet have been long 
acttled by the prudence and wisdom of that adviser of

Since this oracular, in the sense of saying nothing, decla-

in Ireland ; another for consolidating the law relating to 
harbours; one for the continuation of the rate in aid fo 
Lancashire of last Session ; and propositions by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, delayed by his necessary absence from hi 
place in the House, to amend the Act relating to Post Office 
savings banks; and to reduce the existing customs duties 
on tobacco, The rest is in supposition. Those hapless, almost 
helpless, and nearly hopeless agents of legislation, called private 
members, have, in a few prescriptive instances, cast their storm 
beaten measures on the wild waters of the Wednesday sittings, 
Sir John Trelawny has, of course, introduced his bill for the 
abolition of church rates; and has launched his measure, 
which is to apply to persons who are scrupulous in taking oaths 
from exactly the opposite direction of those purists in religious 
belief who are allowed to affirm instead of to swear. Mr, 
Hadfield has issued his annual manifesto, with a preamble and 
clauses, against the making of declarations essential to the hold- 
ing of offices Imperial and municipal, although no official ever 
dreams of troubling himself to comply with the imposing 
statute ; and Mr. Whalley has had the courage to attempt to 
get the small end of the wedge into that solid obstruction to 
private legislation, the vast expenditure with which the rules 
and customs of Parliament have surronnded the procuration of 
ether than public Acts.

For some years past the business of Sessions of Parliament 
has been eminently financial. In Mr, Gladstone we are, 
aecording to some, blessed, and in the esteem of others by no 
means blessed, with a Chancellor of the Exchequer who 
belicves that his duty extends beyond a mere balancing of the 
national accounts, and is imperative on him to attempt annual 
adjustments and, if possible, reductions of taxation, As above 
stated, he has given indication of an intention to continue in 
that course, If all we hear be within a moderate distance of 
the truth, a combination of favourable revenue and reduction 
ef expenditure will enable the Finance Minister to pursue that 
which he conceives to be his destined course. There is a 
beldness in his touch when he is about to apply his known 
principle, that reduction of duty is productive of increase 
ef revenue, to an article like tobacco, the customs and excise 
imposts on which hover close upon a return of six millions, 
The critics on the resolution say that the proposed diminution 
does not go to the lowest class of consumption ; but we have 
heard no fears expressed of any loss of revenue as likely to 
accrue, Hopes are not wanting that margin enough will be left 
te afford a reduction in the duties on tea and sugar, and there 
are even faint expectations that the income tax will not go 
scathless of the pruning-knife, If this be realised, Mr, 
Gladstone will probably float over the Session on a high tide of 
popularity ; although, of course, he will encounter the usual 
eminous denunciations of those who are of opinion that, as the 
guardian of the public purse and steward of its accounts, he 
ealculates only for the hour, and leaves the fature (which is 
always next year in the estimation of those financial croakers) 
to take care of itself. Hitherto the proverbial good fortune 
of the brave has accompanied his experiments, and his faith 
in his star cannot be expected to grow weaker, 

It is true we have ceased to be garotted in such sup- 
posititious numbers as to have justified a daily publication of 
a gazette of the killed and wounded of the dark hours; but 
we do not believe that the nation will be satisfied with such 
a dealing with the question of convict custody and punish- 
ment as is implied in the mere report of a commission of 


inquiry. There must be a bill, and a good bill, on this | 


question, and it must pass this Seasion, It would be by no 
means beneath the duty or the care of a Government to 
undertake some specific and comprehensive dealing with 
the law of marriage as applicable on some principle of 
uniformity to the whole of the United Kingdom, The existing 
state of the law, to say the least of it, is unsatisfactory, and 
without expessing any opinion on the details of the question, 
some of which are annually nibbled at by unattached members 
of Parliament, it may be urged that the subject is ripe for 
legislation in a broad sense of the term. The recent efforts of 
our authorised law reformers to amend and put into proper 
working condition our law of bankruptcy have, partly from 
legislative and partly from administrative obstructiveness, com- 
paratively failed. Unmindful of the wisdom of the text which 
decides against the putting of new wines into old bottles, 
it has secmed good to some of the sages of the law, in the 





sense of being old in years, who find cushions in the House 
of Lords so easy as to make them loth to quit them, so to 
manipulate the Bankruptcy Act of 1861 in its passage through 
Parliament that ita conduct and administration were com- 
mitted to a machinery confessedly effete and worn out, and 
which it was one of the main objects of the measure to super- 
sede, The consequence, obvious enough from the first, has 
ensued that the law as it is attempted to be carried out is in a 
state of confusion worse confounded—is emphatically in a 
muddle, Amendment, sharp and decisive, ought to be—and we 
trust will be—applied to the system in the present Session. 
Having alluded to the question of church rates in a manner 
which was intended to indicate the unsatisfactory condition in 
which that question stands before the Legislature, we would 
venture to say that unless the Government wishes it to 
be supposed that they allow that question to act as a 
tub to a whale—that is, as a matter on which the Opposition 
may expend as much as possible of their Parliamentary 
energy at their chartered Wednesday sittings, when alone on 
their own showing they are strong and united, it is the duty 
of Ministers to bring their whole force to bear on a settle- 
ment of a disturbing influence, both religions and social. If 
the few measures we have thus touched upon are dealt with, 
and if there is reduction of expenditure and taxation, if effi- 
ciency is preserved in respect to the Navy, Army, and Volun- 
teers, and progress, however small, be made in the path of law 
reform, all of which are within the scope and power of an 
assiduous and single-purposed Parliament in the next six 
months, it is quite possible that we may have to con- 
| gratulate ourselves on the result of the Session of 
1863, And this, we believe, may be effected without 
interfering with those fancy political demonstrations which 
are, it seems, necessary to the very life of Oppositions and 
essential to the stimulating of Ministries. No doubt Parliament 
will be called upon to entertain and discuss matters connected 
with foreign affairs, There must be debates which will be 
international in their nature and bearing on the outside 
fortunes and responsibilities of this country, The high con- 
gress of England must have something to say on events and 
| eventualities in America, in Prussia, in Denmark, in Greece, in 
| Poland ; the cession of the Ionian Islands must be gravely and 
maturely considered ; it is possible that the affairs of Italy, 
and especially as regards Rome, may come to be discussed, 
Paramount in the domestic concerns of this realm, the Par- 
liament of England must yet always make its voice heard in 
reference to those arrangements of other nations which exercise 
an influence on the world as a body politic, It is by the ex- 
pression of opinion in that assembly that alliances which work 
| for peace upon earth are strengthened, the hand of oppres- 
sion weakened, the interchange of commerce enlarged, and, 
above all, the principles of liberty disseminated with an in- 
fluence and an effect which, seemingly insensible, are at once 
widespread and powerful, We believe it to be no mere figure 
of speech to say, that never yet in the history of mankind was 
that influence more operative than now, when, in a manner, the 
Parliament of this country stands alone as the type of national 
freedom. But while this is a privilege it is also a responsibility ; 
and we can but hope that in this, which many things tend to 
indicate as an eventful year in the fortunes of many if not of 
most of the other nations of the world, our Legislature will so 
discharge its duties as to vindicate its claim to the high position 
which theoretica lly belongs to it,

The refusal of the Duke to be put in nomination for the throne 
has caused a painful impression in Greece, and fears are entertained 
as to the maintenance of tranquillity. The National Assembly has 
passed # decree intrusting the Government to three members, each of 
whom is to preside in rotation. 


SWEDEN. 

The Minister of Finance has addressed a note to the Chairman of 
the Chambers, in which he announces that a project for an addition 
to the civil list of his Majesty the King will be shortly brought before 
the Rigsdag. The nameday of his Majesty, the 28th of January, was 
celebrated with great solemnity. Ten thousand of the inhabitants 
of the capital went to the palace in procession with torches, and 
many houses were illuminated. Addresses thanking the King for the 
Reform Bill are pouring in from all parts of the kingdom. 


DENMARK.

THAT both the day on which the Prince of Wales will escort 
his bride elect along the streets of London and the day on 
which he will invest her with the title of Princess of Wales 
will be marked by the most gratifying demonstrations that 
can be made by a free and happy people is certain. 

And the tribute most dear to a heart that is royal 

Is love from a heart that loves liberty too. 

The nation’ will at once show the. honour in which it holds 
its Sovereign and her heir, and the affection in which it is pre- 
pared to hold the fair young Princess who comes to take up 
her life’s lot among us. It is needless, indeed, to expend words 
upon the honesty and fervour of the display of feeling that 
will be made on the arrival-day and the wedding-day. 

But it may not be superfinous to offer a hint or two upon 
some of the details of the two celebrations, the less so that at 
the present moment almost everybody who has pen and ink 
within reach is favouring the public, through the exceeding 
indulgence of the press, with every crude notion that occurs to 
him for heightening the effect of the rejoicings, more par- 
ticularly, of course, those of the day which will be a national 
and not merely a metropolitan holiday, Those only who have 
occasion to look through a mass of the newspapers can form 
anything like an idea of the mushroom profusion of suggestions 
with which the columns of our contemporaries swarm. 
We do not mean to speak disrespectfully of any proof, 
however needless, that the heart of the people is set upon 
making the 10th of March a great day. But the preter- 
natural wildness of hundreds of these suggestions shows 
the necessity for something like thoughtfulness on the 
part both of the authorities and of the advisers of the people. 
Of course, the first question that occurred to every one who is 
in the volunteers, or has a friend in the “ Household Guard,” 
was, What could be done by that body. A bold and original 
idea, to the effect that volunteers should line the whole road 
from the Bricklayers’-Arms station to the Great Western 
Railway, was speedily disposed of. In the first place, the 
volunteers are at least as much entitled to a holiday as 
anybody else; and supposing that enough of them could 
be bronght together to line, at any reasonable intervals, 
the long road in question, it would but be condemning the 
majority of them to a very dull business; and the plan was 
also open to the greater objection that such a line would be 
quite unable to keep the road clear, while the volunteers, who 
are not much liked by the more ruffianly portion of the lower 
orders, would almost certainly come into collision with the latter 
at some of the points where the mob must be greatest. Something, 
however, must be done by the volunteers, In distant localities 
they will meet, march, and fire a feu de joie, but the crack 
London corps will, no doubt, be made a feature in the proceasion- 
day, and will make a demonstration of their own on the 10th, 
But it is in reference to more extraordinary manifestations of 
loyalty that the imagination of the inventive has revelled. 
Some persons propose that huge bonfires shall be simultaneously 
kindled on every eminence in the islands, the signal to be 
flashed from London by electric wires, which are also to be 
laid on for the occasion to the points not already supplied 
with such conveniences, There will be some bonfires, 
no doubt, but the proposed general conflagration seems not to 
have been taken up with much zeal. In order to encourage a 
certain trade while we are displaying our loyalty, it is proposed 
that everybody in the country shall, upon the wedding-day, 
adorn himself or herself with a rosette, so that we may look 
like one huge gathering of charity stewards, Neither the higher 
nor the lower classes will attend to this suggestion, but we 
should not wonder did it find acceptance with a class that 
always likes to be en evidence, and it may do some good. 
There are suggestions for throwing open, free, all the theatres. 
This has been tried before, but the affair is a mistake. There 
can be no real throwing open of places luxuriously furnished 
for the accommodation of the wealthy orders; for no money 
would pay a manager for letting St. Giles’s into stalls 
and private boxes, and, if there is to be a distribu- 
tion of tickets, the affair becomes exclusive, and a job, 
while the rovghs would have it all their own way in pits and 
galleries. A similar proposal has been made in regard to the 
Crystal Palace ; but, as this can be reached only by rail, and 
the railway is clearly unequal to the work of a great holiday, 
there would be a responsibility which we should be sorry to 
incur in increasing the attraction by abolishing the shilling. 
There is more sense in the suggestion to have as many bands of 
music as possible playing in the parks and elsewhere, as any- 
thing that can help to break the crowds is desirable, We pre- 
sume that there will be fireworks somewhere, and, if so, we hope 
that the precedent sct at the time of the last peace rejoicings 
will be followed, and even improved upon, and that, instead of 





concentrating the thovsands upon one or two spots, we shall 
have displays at different points, so that not only willa terrible 
congregation be avoided, but people who will have been 
wearying themselves in the English fashion of enjoyment all 
day will not be forced to add the weariness of a long home- 
ward walk. It is to be hoped, also, that the displays will take 
place as scon as dark comes on: we have the recollection of 
excited crowds waiting in grim displeasure upon the last occa- 
sion, to the great detriment of the comfort of the weaker portion 
of the throngs, 

It must be remembered, and this is the point we are most 
anxious to impress upon the public mind, that London is not 
like Paris or any comparatively small capital, We are not a 
city, we are a province ; and it is almost a question whether in 
a few years it will be at all safe to use our streets as places for 
our shows. These narrow channels, constructed with reference 
to the wants of a population that is exceeded in almost any 
single suburb of the present time, are not nearly sufficient for 
the every-day traffic that rushes and roars through them, far less 
for an assemblage which will comprise not only our own millions 
but those which will be poured in by the formerly unheard-of 
means of transport. In old days London kept her shows and 
pageants to herself, but now they are shows for York, Bristol, 
and Norwich as well ; and she has neglected to provide accom- 
modation for the guests she has invited. Every year this 
difficulty increases ; it was great at the Coronation, greater at 
the Wellington Funeral, greater still at the Peace, and will be 
greatest of all upon an occasion in which neither the regrets for 
war losses nor the melancholy character of the spectacle will 
interfere, but when the loyalty of the country will give itself 
up to unqualified enthusiasm. We, therefore, respectfully 
call upon the authorities to do something, We want 
no dragooning, of course, or any needless interference 
with the freedom so dear to all classes; but there ought to be 
arrangements for preventing any intolerable pressure at certain 
points, there ought to be a system of barricades for the purpose 
of breaking any rush, and especially ought the entrances to 
side streets be kept clear, so that either rapid escape or easy 
departure may be facilitated. There ought to be no rush after 
the procession ; this should be sternly prevented by the oppo- 
sition of any force that may be needful ; and, if there arc fire- 
works, there ought to be large openings made in the Park 
railings, the absence of which provision caused fearful scenes 
at the peace rejoicings. Let us, for once, show a little power of 
organisation and direction, There is another point. The thieves 
of London will have a great day on the entry of the Princess, but 
this cannot be avoided, Sensible people will pick their owa 
pockets before leaving home, and those who omit this pre- 
caution will deserve to lose whatever may be made spoil of. 
But on the wedding-night another class will be on the alert. 
Families will desert their houses in order to see the fireworks, 
and in rumerous instances the confidence of those who believe 
that their dcmestics will obey injunctions to remain on guard 
will be shown to be misplaced. The police will be wanted in 
masses to deal with the crowds, and everything will be 
favourable to the burglar. This is a consideration for the 
public—the authorities cannot do everything, We have made 
these remarks because we deem them useful, and because a 
certain amount of forethought may prevent hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, from having disagreeable recollections of what we 
trust will be two very bright days in the history of our Royal 
family.

THE MARRIAGE OF THE PRINCE OF WALES. 
TREATY BETWEEN QUEER a VICTORIA AND THE KING OF 


THE following Treaty eitkion ‘ia Majesty and the King of Denmark 
for the marriage of his Royal — a the Prince of Wales with her 
Royal Highness Princess Alex: daughter of Prince Christian of 
Denmark (signed at Copenhagen, Jan. 15, 1863, ratifications exchanged 
at Copenhagen, Feb. 4, 1863) has been ‘presented to both Houses of 
Parliament by command of her Majesty :— 

In the name of the Holy and Blessed Trinity. 
Be it known unto all men by these presents that whereas her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, on the one part, 
and his Majesty the King of Benmerk, on the other part, being already con- 
nected by ties of friendship, have judged it proper that an alliance should be 
contracted between their respective Royal houses by a marriage, agreed to om 
both sides, hetween his Royal Highners Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, Duke 
of Saxony, Prince of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, &c., eldest son of her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and of his 
loyal Highness the Prince Consort, Prince Albert of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, 
and her Royal Highness Princess Alexandra Caroline Maria Charlotte Louisa 
Julia, eldest daughter of his Royal Highness Prince Christian of Denmark : 
The two high betrothed parties, as also his Royal Highness Priace 
Christian of Denmark and her Royal Highness Princess Louisa Wilhclmiaa 
Frederica Caroline Augusta Julia, his Royal Highness’s consort, having 
declared their consent to such alliance; in order, therefore, te attain 
so desirable an end, and to treat upon, conclude, and confirm the articles of 
the said marriage, her Britannic Majesty on the one part, and his Majesty 
the King of Denmark on the other, have named as their plenipotentiarias—

And his Majesty the King of Denmark his Excetlen *y Carl Christian Hall, 
his Majesty’s Privy Councillor of Conferences, President of the Council and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Grand Cross of the Order of Dannebrog, dece- 
rated with the Cross of the Dannebrog, Grand Cross of the Royal Swodish 
Order of the Star of the North, of the Royal Norwegian Order of 4, Olaf, . 
the Royal ficilian Order of Constantine, of the Royal 5; 

Charles III., of the Persian Order of the Sun and Lion, ont the Teyel 
Hanoverian ‘Guelphic Order, of the Royal Italian Order of St. Mauritius and 
St. Lazarus, and of the Tunisian Order of Nichan Eftikhar; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective fall powers, 
found in good and due form, bave agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles :—

THE SUEZ CANAL, 
WORKS AT EL-GIRSH. 
Tu= Illustration at page 176 of the 
works at El-Girsh will convey a notion 
of the nature of some of the diffi- 
culties the company have to contend 
with in cutting the maritime canal. 
The excavation at this spot is a 
heavy piece of work, and is evi- 
dently intended as experimental, 
It is cut in the western side of the 
** Rigole de Service” to the depth 
of the proposed grand canal, which 
is to be 190ft. wide on the water- 
line. Our Artist (Mr. Frederick 
George, of Cairo) has introduced in 
the Illustration one of the machines 
employed by the company for clear- 
ing the cuttings of sand, where the 
depth is too great for workmen to 
carry it away. The arrangement 
is simple and ingenious. A wooden 
platform is erected on the side of the 
cutting, upon which are laid two sets 
of rails, one on the top and the other 
on the under timber. Many hundred 
pairs of wheels, attached to two 
endless chains, run upon these rails. 
Each wheel-rod carries a canvas 
sack, which can be filled while in 
transit from any portion of the plat- 
form: as the bags reach the top 
they pass over a “cylinder and are 
emptied, returning on the under 
set of rails. The whole is put in 
motion by a small portable — 
of six or eight horse we. 
saving of time and labour by ie 
simple method must be immense. 
he plateau of Girsh is about 

three miles in length, and in some

water-level. The light sandstone 
through which the cutting is made 
has to be mined; as, although it 
crumbles to the touch, it cannot be 
worked with such implements as 
the Egyptian fellahs are accustomed 
to use.

" MOOSOOMVILLE, NEAR TIMSAH. 
Our Number for the 3ist cf January last contained an account 
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of a trip, accompanied by Views, taken by Mr. Froderick George, of 
‘Cairo, by the fresh-water canal to Timsah, whence he was about to 
on dromedary-back to Suez. On his way across the desert he 
it up for a night at one of the Suez Canal Company's stations, 
‘cosoomville (of which we give an Engraving), a neat little place, a 
few miles south of Timsah, built in anticipation of the works shortly 
to be commenced in the neighbourhood, and named after the son 
ef the Viceroy of Egypt. He and his companions were most hospitably 
received by the engineer in charge of the station and supplied with 
every accommodation. Mr. Guiter, a gentleman in the employ of the 
company on a tem mission, was good enough to show them over 
the line of the pro canal, which will thero take the bed of the 
ancient canal. They picked up some excellent petrifactions which 
jabound in this neighbourhood ; and Mr. Guiter, who was learned in 
these matters, showed them some fine collections he had obtained. 
VIEW OF ‘SUEZ. 

Euez, situated at the head of the Red Sea, is, it is well known, 
connected by a railway with Cairo and Alexandria, and is the proposed 
southern terminus of the maritime canal in progress to unite the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea. ; n 

Mr. Alexander has forwarded to us a ay view of Suez as it is 
at the present time, which we engrave. the Engraving, to the left, 
the most prominent object which attracts the eye is a fine building 
(erected by the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company, 
under the superintendence of their able and indefatigable agent, Mr. 
West) for a condensing and ice-making apparatus for the supply of 
their shipping on the Indian side. The small inclosure on the island 
in the distance is the English burial-ground. <A great number of 
native buggalows (sailing-vessels) are laid up in ordinary in the 
creeks, or awaiting the annual pilgrimage to Mecca. Within the last 
few years the town of Suez has become quite a charming watering- 
pleco. It possesses many well-built handsome houses belonging to 
tho different steam companics. Its hotel (the property of the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company) is the best conducted in Egypt. Docks 
ard slips are beirg constructed by French contractors for the Egyptian 
Government. The anchorege for vetséls of any size is at some distance 
frm the town, and is approached by a channel. There aro seldom 
less than eight or ten large steamers lying in the roads on 
to the different steam companies—viz., the Peninsular and Orien 
Mecsagéries Impériales, Royal Navigation, French Imperial Marin) 
and Mcdjidieh Steam Company, trading to the Arabian ports, a 
some emall vessels belonging to private houses. The country around 
Suez is a desert, and all provisions and water are brought to it from 
great distances. From its position on the high road between Egypt 
and the Fast, Suez has always been a place of extensive transit trade ; 
and since the establishment of the overland route to India it has 
become the residence of many merchants and agents.

In reply to a question from Mr. Laird, Mr. LAYARD stated that copies of the 
Correepondence between the Government and Mr. Christie, British Minister 
in Brazil, and between the latter gentleman and the Brazilian Govern nent, 
relating to the wrecking of the Prince of Wales, and the alleged ill-treatmant 
of three cfficers of H.M.S. Forte by the police of Rio Janeiro, was in prepa- 
ration and would shortly be laid upon the table. Mr. Layard also stated that 
the whole of the circrimstances had been referred, with the consent of the two 
Goverrments, to the King of the Belgians, in whose sagacity and sense of 
justice they had every reliance. 

Mr. F. Peel intimated that on Monday the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would propoee certain resolutions on the Customs Duties. 

Mr. Whalley obtained leave to introduce a bill for diminishing the expense 
attending the passing of bills relating to railways, and affording facilities for 
obtaining ample and trustworthy information thereon.

THE QUEEN'S SPEECH.—THE ADDRESS, 

Mr. Paziey brought up the report on the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, 

On the question that it be read a second time, 

Mr. BENTINCK said the duty of commenting on the address was usually 
left to the gentlemen who sat on the front benches, but when those gentlemen 
sacrificed principle to expediency it was necessary for the independent 
members to speak out. He contended, with reference to the cession of the 
Tonian Islands, that if Corfu was to be maintained, it must be garrisoned, 
which could not be done with the present reduced military powers and con- 
sidering recent improvements in the art of war. Nothing was said in the 
address about agricultural or manufacturing distress. He attributed much 
of the manufacturing distress to over speculation, and the good conduct of 
the people to the absence of any motive for political agitators to provoke them 
to turbulence. 

Mr. Lock contended that the Government would do well to introduce 
a Reform biil for representation on the proper basis of all taxation. The 
rating bills last Session which gave parishes in the country power to borrow 
money where the rates amounted to 3s. in the pound had not been put into 
operation by the gentry, as he believed was generally thought when the bill 
was proposed. Many families in London paid even more than 3s. in the pound, 
It was the equalisation of the poor rates only, however, that would work a 
sound cure in rating, and he trusted the subject would be fully ventilated in 
the present Session of Parliament.

HARBOURS OF REFUGE.--Lord RAVENSWORTH called the attention of 
Government to the report of the Royal Commission appointed to consider the 
question of harbours of refuge; and asked if any steps were in ‘progress to 
carry out the recommendations of the Commissioners which are contained in 
that report. It was now ten years since the subject had gained the attention 
of the House, ending finally in a Royal commission, whose excellent 
report, after a long inquiry, was now before them. The subject was 
most important, as during the last six years there had been lost 
annually, on an average, no less than £1,500,0000, and a large number 
of per ona, 4 shipwrecks on the British coast. Some were of opinion that 
even ifsuch harbours were made they would not answer the purpose, but he 
would like to know from the noble Duke opposite (the Duke of Somerset) 
whether that was also the opinion of her Majesty’s Government ; 80 that the 
House might know what they might expect Government to do, and how they 
should deal with the subject. The noble Lord then noticed that during the 
last twelve years there had been no less than 7745 lives lost on the British coast 
(in 1851 there were 1404), while during the last twelve years there had been 
saved by life-boats and otherwise from wrecks on the coast 16,193 persons. At 
the same time the trade of the country was increasing. There was now a 
surplus of revenue over the expenditure ; changes in taxation were already put 
forward ; but before any rums were disposed of he should wish her Majesty's 
Government to give their full attention to this subject. Another reason was 
that there would be a return of the expense in the revenue derived; and a 
third searon, that some labour left ployed in q of the L hi 
distress might find employment in the construction of the harbours, and, con- 
sequently, some of the over-burdened districts of the country relieved. The 
Duke of SOMERSET said it was true that the Royal Com joners recom- 
mended the erection cf harbours, but there was another recommendation— 
that the expense shonld be defrayed one-fourth by Government and three- 
fourths by parsing tolls. Experience showed that the erection of such harbours 
had not diminished the cost of insurance. It was found that large well- 
formed vessels avoided the ports and kept the open sea, while the harbours 
were only resorted to by smal) ill-formed vessels ; and the erection of harbours 
was in truth a premium upon carelessness in sending ships to sea. By com- 
paring the parts of the coast on which shipwrecks took place it was found that 
it was not thore parts of the coast supposed most dangerous where the greatest 
lors of life took place. Further, several harbours, Portland, Holyhead, and 
others, were in a fair way of being completed, so that a good deal of what the 
noble Lord was asking had been accomplished. 

After come further conversation the subject dropped.

MUSIC, 


Palfe's new opera, “ The Armourer of Nantes,” was produced 
at the Roryan Enorisn Orrra on Thursday evening. Next week we 
shall give an account of this piece and of its performance. 


The new concert of the NATIONAL Music oF ENGLAND, 
ScornAnp, AND IRELAND, at St. James’s Hall, on Thursday, the 
5th inst., was of a most brilliant heer gone and drew so groat a 
crowd that numbers of people were turned away from the doors. The 
part-music was sung by the choir of the Vocal Association, accom- 

anied by a band of twenty harps, under the direction of Mr. Benadiot. 
principal solo singers were Miss Palmer, Mdme. Louisa Vinning, 
and Mr. Sims Reevos. The great tenor, of course, was the chief object 
of attraction, and was received with the usual warmth, particularly 
in Brinley Richards’s patriotic “God bless the Prince of Wales,”’ 
in which even Mr. Reoves himself has seldom excited such a burst of 
enthusiasm. This piece is a song and chorus: it is in a plain, broad, 
purely English style ; and Reeves delivered it with a vocal power and 
vigour of expression which absolutely electrified the audience. This 
song, not only through its own merits but the happy period at which 
it has appeared, must obtain unbounded popularity. 


Mr. H. J. Liycoun, the distinguished lecturer on music, 
delivered at the Russell Institution on Tuesday a lecture on 
the genius of John Sebastian Bach; to be followed, noxt 
week, by a second lecture on George Frederic Handel. It is 
easy to understand why Mr. Lincoln has united these two 
illustrious contemporaries, so simi in some points, so com- 
trasted in others, and so associated in the thoughts of every 
musician. In lectures intended for literary and scientific institutions 
it was absolutely necessary for him to limit himself to a considera- 
tion of the felines! tal compositions of those masters, it boi 
evident that to go into their vocal works would involve an amount 
illustration altogether impracticable. But his lecture on Bach showed 
that, notwithstanding this limitation of subject, there was still ample

seemed the fee of the audience on Tuesday evening, as evi 
the evident attention and pleasure with which they listened to th 
lecture and illustrative specimens. These were played on the pian 
ay solos and partly as duets, by the lecturer himself, assisted 

y Mies iiney ee a young pianist of great talent and rising 
reputation. . Lincoln set out with some general remarks on the 
music of John Sebastian Bach, comparing and contrasting its pri ipal 
features with those of the music of del, and tracing their diversities 
to the differences in their education, social position, and habits of 
life—differences which show how it happens that Handel enjoys 
unbounded popularity, while Bach to this day is known only to a 
limited body of musicians. Mr. Lincoln first adverted to Bach’s 
compositions for the clavichord, the precursor of the moderna 
pianoforte; commencing with several little ‘‘ preludes for beginners,’’ 
exceedingly simple but very characteristic. Then followed some 
fine specimens of Bach’s celebrated fugues and pieces for the 
organ, of which instrument he was perhaps the greatest master 
that ever lived. Lastly, Mr. Lincoln considered Bach as an 
orchestral composer, showing how far in that capacity he was in 
advance of his age, and how many combinations of instruments and 
effects previously unimagined are to be found in his works; and the 
lecture concluded with the performance of an orchestral symphony, 
arranged for four hands, on the piano—a magnificent specimen of 
Bach’s grand and original genius. The locture (as we have said) was 
listened to with great attention, and must have excited much desire 
to hear the sequel. 


A performance of “The Creation” has just been given at 
Alnwick Castle by order of the Duke and Duchess of Northumborland, 
which we think well worthy of public notice, as evincing a liberal pa- 
tronage of the highest order of art very honourable to these illustrious 
persons. Haydn’s chef-d’@uvre was performed on a great soale and by 
an assemblage of first-rate talent. The solo vocalists were Miss Parepa, 
Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Lewis Thomas. The instrumental 
orchestra consisted of the most eminent metropolitan performers, 
including Blagrove, Howell, Pratten, Nicholson, Harper, &c.; and 
the chorus was drawn from the various choral societies of that most 
musical district. The performance was a magnificent treat to a $ 
audience, composed of the most distinguished families of the northern 
counties. Every performer was engaged on the most liberal terms, 
and treated, moreover, with all hospitality and kindness. It gives us 
real pleasure to record en incident like this: it sets an example which, 
we trust, will not be thrown away.

THE MARQUIS OF LANSDOWNE, K.G. 

The Most Noble Sir Henry Petty-Fitz-Maurice, K.G., third Marquis of 

‘ wne, Earl of 
Wycombe, Viscount 
Calne and Calnstone, 
and Baron Wycombe,

sell Institution, P.C., D.C.L. and F.R.S., was the second son, and the only 
son by his second marriage with Louisa, second daughter of John, second Earl 
of Upper Ossory, of William, second Earl of Shelburne, K.G., the distinguished 
statesman, and Prime Minister in the reign of George III., who was created 
Marquis of Lansdowne the 6th of December, 1784. The son, the Marquis just 
deceased, known in his younger days as Lord Henry Petty, was born at Lans- 
downe House, London, July 2, 1780, He was first educated at Westminster, where 





| he had for histutor Mr. Debarry, of Trinity College, Cambridge ; and he thence 


went with him to Edinburgh, where he attended the lecturesef Dugald Stewart. 
He concluded his studies at Cambridge, and took his degree of M.A. from 
Trinity Collegein 1801. After making a tour through Franceand Switzerland, 
he took his seat in Parliament for Calne. He made a successful maiden speech 


| on the 13th of February, 1804, against the lish Bank Restriction Act, He 


supported also, with forcible and memorable eloquence, Mr. Whitbread’s reso- 
lutions directed in 1805 against Lord Melville’s conduct, which brought on that 
Minister's impeachment. On the formation, in 1806, of Lord Grenville’s 
Ministry, Lord Henry Petty was made Chancellor of the Exchequer, and was 
elected M.P. for the University of Cambridge. He, on the 15th of November, 
1809, succeeded his half brother John, second Marquis of Lansdowne, in his 
marquisate and other family honours. The new Marquis, having gone out 
with his party, remained for twenty years in opposition, during which period 
he advocated the abolition of slavery, free trade, and the abolition of all 
restrictions on commerce, and Catholic Emancipation. In 1818 he succeeded 
to the titles of the house of Kerry, on the demise, without issue, of his cousin 
Francis Thomas, third Earl of Kerry. In 1827 he returned to office as Home 
Secretary in Lord Goderich’s Ministry. He was President of the Council in 
Earl Grey's Reform Ministry of 1830, and in this capacity his mild wisdom, 
his calmness, sagacity, good temper, and good taste beeame particularly con- 
spicnons. It isdueto Lord Lansdowne to say that he aided in carrying the Reform 
Bill through the House of Lords without making any personal enemy. He 
was created a K.G. in 1836, From 1835 to 1841, and again from 1846 to 1852, the 
noble Marquis held the same office of President of the Council. In the latter 
period he reorganised the Committee of Council on Education.

Sir Duncan Cameron, second Baronet, of Fassifern, Argyleshire, whose death

recently occurred, was the 
second son of Sir Ewen 
Cameron, of Fassifern and 
Callart, the first Baronet, by 
his wife, Louisa, daughter 
of Duncan Campbell, Esq., 
of Balcardine, and was the 
younger brother of the 
celebrated John Cameron, 
Colonel of the 92nd High- 
landers, who fell gloriously 
at Quatre Bras in 1815, and 
whoee chivalry and daring 
in Egypt, Holland, and the 
Peninsula, had stamped 
him one of the best British 
soldiers of his day. It was 
in this Colonel Cameron’s 
honour and to perpetuate 
his fame that the baronetcy

He had the great advantage of going up in the most commodious ba loon of 
the accomplished and experienced aeronaut, Mr. Coxwell, who had made more 
than four hundred ascents, and who rendered him invaluable assistance. T ie

LUMLEY’S IMPROVED RUDDER. 


Tue Admiralty having ordered the new rcrew-sloop Columbine to be 
fitted with this novel and important invention for the p of 
testing its advan’ over the present plan of rudders, several most 
interesting trials of it have lately been made under the immediate 
charge of Captain Charles Wise, A.D.C., Oaptain Superintendent of 
Sheerness Dockyard. When testing the power of the old rudder the 
trial was made on a calm day, and with little or no wind. The trial 


| of Lumley’s rudder was made in a heavy sea, with a heavy gale of 


wind blowing from 8.8.W., the force of wind being from 7 to 8. 
Captain Wise, with a wish to test the strength of the new rudder in 
the most efficient manner possible, turned the Columbine’s stern up 
to the wind in the teeth of the gale then blowing and inst the 
oy sea, and directed the ship to be steamed astern full speed, 
which the rudder answered in a most admirable manner, proving the 
strength and efficiency of the invention when applied to heavy and 

werful vessels, and under the most aieal circumstances, 

‘he moet marked improvement was evident when the small helm was 
given, such as 11 to 12deg., the Lumley rudder then gaining as much 
as two minutes in describing the circle over the old rudder. The 
diameters of the circles—the true test of the efficiency of a rudder— 
were found to be in some cases as much as 50 per cent in favour of 
the Lumley invention. The trial was considered most satisfactory. 

This rudder is patented by Mr. Henry Lumley, of Chancery-lane, 
London, and we select a portion of his specification for a description 
of his most valuable invention. He says :— 

The object of my invention is the construction of an improved rudder. For 
this purpose I construct a rudder in two movable portions, connected 
together edgewise, the outer or further portion, which I call the “ tail,” being 
at the outer end of the inner or hither portion, which I call the “ body.” The 
two portions are hinged, jointed, er articulated together, so that when the 
body is moved, turned, or worked to steer the ship or vessel, the tail also 
turns or works at the end of the body, and assumes various angles with respect 
thereto. The mode which I adopt for guiding or controMing the “tail” of

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Kingdom was this year inaugurated in the absence of her Majesty,

That ceremonial was the introduction for the first time into the House 
of Lords of the Heir Apparent to the British Crown, his Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales, and his taking the oaths and his seat as a 
Peer of tho realm. Nearly three-quarters of a century have elapsed 
since an event of a similar character occurred, and it may be 
readily supposed that to no man has been allotted the good fortune 
to witness two such scenes as that we are about to describe. The

The Com- 
missioners, in addition to the Lord Chancellor, were 
the Duke of Argyll, the Earl of St. Germans, Viscount 
Sydney, and Lord Stanley of Alderley. They were 
all clothed in their official robes and took their seats 
at the foot of the throne. There were at this time 
only a few other Peers in the House, amongst 
whom were the Earl of Camperdown, the Earl of 
Cardigan, and Lord Berners, who were attired as 
private gentlemen. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of the Royal 
Speech the Commissioners and other Peers retired 
and remained abeent from the House until nearly 
four o’ clock. : 

On the back benches, on the Opposition side of 
the House, and in the galleries, were seated a 1 
number of ladies, who appeared to take a deep inte- 
rest in the p ings, and remained in the House 
until the Prince of Wales had taken the oaths and 
his seat, a ceremony which did not take place until 
about two hours afterwards. 

As the hour of four o’clock approached the Peers 
reassembled in considerable numbers to await the 
arrival of the Prince of Wales. Upon the Minis- 
terial benches were Karl Russell, the Duke of 
Somerset, Earl De Grey and Ripon, and in their 
immediate proximity were Lord Ebury, Earl Grey, 
the Earl of Clarendon, Lord Wodehouse, the Earl of 
Minto, Lerd Eversley (the late Speaker of the 
House of Commons), Cranworth, and the Earl 
of Dudley (as mover of the address, wearing the 
uniform of a colonel of yeomanry). Upon the 
Opposition benches were the Earl of Malmesbury, 
Lord Redesdale, Lord Colchester, the Marquis of 
Bath, Earl Beauchamp, Earl Stanhope, Lord 
Chelmsford, the Duke of Marlborough, the Earl of 
Lonsdale’; the Dukes of Richmond, Buckingham, and 
Manchester; the Earls of Shrewsbury, Carnarvon, 
and Ellenborough, and others.
